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In the office action of July 12, 2006, claims 1-23 were pending. The examiner has 
rejected claim 12, 17, 18 and 22 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, and rejected all claims as obvious under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) in light of Baird in combination with a variety of references. In response, 
applicant is amending the claims to overcome the 112 rejections, and amending claims 5 and 17 
to more clearly claim the temperature limitation recited therein. The amemdments to claims 5 
and 17 are not made for patentability purposes. Support for the amendments to claim 5 and 17 
can be found on page 3, lines 19-20 of the specification. In response to the 103 rejections, 
applicant is submitting argument supported by the declaration of Dr. Schucker. 


The examiner has rejected all claims as obvious in light of the Baird in conjunction with 
various references. However, applicant believes the reliance on Baird is improper, and traverses 
as follows.
